AAC users if you have
experienced the removal of
your device in a residential

setting, school, or
healthcare facility you could
be a victim of discrimination.

Under the Americans with
Disabilities Act (ADA), Title II,

facilities serving individuals
with communication
disabilities have the

responsibility for providing
effective communication with

those individuals.
